Relatives and friends of the Ches- 
ter Thompson family were shocked 
and grieved when reports were re- 
ceived of the tragic drownings of 
“Chet” Thompson and his daughter, 
Joan 9, last Sunday at a lake near 
Klamath Falls, Oregon. 








Details of the tragedy, which oc- 
curred on the first day of the fam- 
ily’s vacation, were reported to rela- 
tives and stated that Mr. Thompson, 
accompanied by his wife, Gladys, and 
two daughters, Carol, 12, and Joan 9, 
wer enjoying a motor boat cruise 

foe decided to go for a swim. 
Equipped with water wings she dove 
from the\boat and her father watch- 
ing noticed the wings deflate and 


his daughter sink from sight. He 
immediately discarded his shoes and 
shirt and dove into the water in 


rescue of Joan. Before diving for 
Joan, Thompson had stopped the mo- 
tor of the boat and after rescuing 
her he shouted to his wife to bring 
the boat to them. According to re- 
ports Mrs. Thompson was unable to 
start the motor and witnessed the 
two sink from sight. 

Mrs. Thompson and Carol called 
for help and later when the bodies 
of “Chet” and “Joanie” were recoy- 
ered Mrs. Thompson was taken to a 
hospital in Klamath Falls when she 
had collapsed from shock. Carol has 
been at the home of a close family 
friend in the meantime. 

The Thompson family resided on 
Pomona Ayenue in Albany for 12 
years, later moving to Ensenada Ave- 
nue in Berkeley.

With an increase in gas allotments 

to American nrotorists during sum- 
mer months, a comparable increase 
in the traffic accidents js likely un.

The traffic accident rate has climb- 
ed upward month by month-in 1945, 
though the year started well with 
January. showing a 14 per cent de- 
crease over aJnuary of 1944, The 
stage is set for a continuance of this 
accident rate climb, the Council said, 
with rusty drivers being given more 
gas to drive old cars over highways 
that have not been adequately main- 
tained during the war. 

The Council offered these sugges- 
tions to American motorists for safer 
summer driving: 

1. Hold your speed down, 

2. Have your tires checked at least 
once a week, 

3. Keep brakes in good condition 
by frequent checks, 

4. Have headlights adjusted.
